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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for preventing protein precipitation in certain wines for certain doses of 
protease, does not reasonably provide enablement for prevention of haze in all wines and at all 
doses. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "about," in claims 4-7, is a relative term that renders the claim indefinite. The 
term "about" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1- 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hartmeier 
(Biotechnology Letters, 1 (5) pp. 225-30, 1970). 

Hartmeier teaches the addition of protease enzymes to wine in order to help stabilize the 
wine. Good protein stability in the wine resulted when at least 20 g/hl (200mg/L) of 
immobilized protease was applied in a special packed bed reactor. Hartmeier also discusses the 
effects on reducing the property of foaming. While no mention is made of the pH, it is inherent 
that because the protease was effective in wine, that the protease is effective at the claimed pH. 

With regard to the limitation of claim 3, wherein the protease is added to the fermentable 
material, because the prior art teaches the second member of claim 1 's Markush group, the 
alternative limitation of claim 3 is met. 

As to the limitation of claim 7, because about 30 C broadly encompasses room 
temperature, this limitation is also met.
